in St. Petersburg is 


Thus Delayed. 


St.. Petersburg. Dec. 28.- -The trial 


of the members of the first duma 
who signed the Vlborg manifesto, 
was continued this morning. It had 
been expected that, today would see 
tho conclusion of the case, but. owing 
to the decision of several of the de- 
fendants to plead tholr own cases, 
the hearing will go over until Mon- 
day. 
Tho former deputies are be- 


ing tried on charges of treason. 


Tho final arguments will be brief 


and formal. 
Tho prosecutor will 


limit himself to summing up the Il- 
legal nature of the manifesto ar.d 
the grave consequences which might 
have ensued had tho people heeded 
its appeal. The defense will make its 
strong point on technicalities, hold- 
ing that the orime, if any. was com- 
mitted outside tho country and that 
the government, h.is failed to estab- 
lish the individual responsibility of 
the defendants. 


Famine Relief Voted. 


The last session of the Russian par- 


liament before tho beginning of the 
Christmas holidays was "held today 
and a famine appropriation of $7,500,- 
000 was passed. 
There was only a 


bare quorum present and the measure 
was practically not debated. This ap- 
propriation, with a few local bills, com- 
prises the entire legislative product 
of tho first six weeks work of the 
third duma. Committee work, how- 
ever, Is well advanced and the duma 
will be in a position to begin consid- 
eration of the budget and several oth- 
er important measures soon after the 
recess which terminates January 23rd. 


The famine appropriation of today, 


which is- double the amount, originally 
proposed in the budget, will be imme- 
diately available for the relief of about 
twelve provinces. 
An additional ap- 


propriation will be necessary later. A 
large part of the money voted today is 
to be distributed through the Zemst- 
vos and other local organizations. 
This course is adopted because the 
centralization of relief work, suoh as 
obtained in 1D06 showed the danger of 
abuses, As for Instance, the Gurko-Lid- 
val case.

River Rose Over Six Feet. 


For several days the Maumee has 


been rising gradually, due to the melt- 
ing of the snow, and the stage of wa- 
ter at G o'clock Friday evening, was 11 
feet. 
This morning it had reached 


17.4 
feet, showing a rise of more than 


six feet during the n.ght from the rain- 
fall, and sending the water up 2.4 
feet above the high water mark at 15 
feet. 


This is. of course, considerably be- 


low the highest point ever reached by 
the river—21.50 feet on March 26. 
1904. when the bursting of the Grand 
reservoir near Celina, inundated a big 
section of Fort Wayne territory ad- 
jacent to the rivers here. The pres- 
ent rise has occasioned no alarm, for 
the streams are free from ice and the 
cessation of tho rain precludes any 
further rise of consequence at this 
time. 
The present rise flooded the 


lower portion of the Baltes avenue 
district, but was not sufficient to drive 
residents of the district from their 
homes.

artillery of two 
presidential candi- 


dates is now trained on Secretary Taft 
and there are signs that a fire will be 
opened on him from a third president- 
ial camp soon. He is now on warring 
relations with Senator Foraker and 
Secretary Cortelyou and some of the 
big guns in the Knox camp are begin- 
ning to belch forth anathemas toward 
him. The Taft boom is on a war foot- 
ing. 


The animosities of the Cortelyou 


men have been kindled for some time. 
They feel just now that they have a 
fresh cause for grievance In the fact 
that some of the Taft promoters are

H. Hitchcock with a view to winning 
him over to Taft. With Hitchcock the 
Taft leaders hope to capture and block 
the organization of federal pie counter 
politicians, which Hitchcock built up 
In Cortelyou's Interest In the south. 


They are also planning to steal Sen- 


ator Crane, who has all along been re- 
garded as the real manager of the 
Knox boom outside of Pennsylvania, 
These active 
and 
offensive move- 


ments have aroused the ire of the 
politicians of the Cortelyou and Knox 
camps. 


Foraker-Taft Fight 


The differences 
between Foraker 


and -Taft are irreconcilable and the 
Buckeye state Is squaring away for 
one of the hottest political fights in 
Its history. The developments of the 
last day or two have been rather sur- 
prising, as they 
show that Taft is 


about to abandon his attitude of pas- 
slveness in order to go after the nomi- 
nation and force the fight.

get the nomination as he formerly 
was Indifferent toward It. For a lorg 
time he did not have much' heart *n 
the efforts to boom him, but his 
attitude has changed.

State's Attorney Healy in Chicago,

Tho guarantee has expired on a con- 
siderable mileage of asphalt streets 
and this will be added to rapidly from 
year to year. Tho problem of repairs, 
therefore, has not only grown largo 
but will continually become larger. 
Within a few years there will be some- 
thing in excess of twenty miles of 
streets which It will bo tho duty ot 
tho city to keep In condition, ft is 
time to anticipate this condition. 


Tho department ot agriculture has 


just made public an elaborate report 
on the experiments carried on by the 
bureau ot chemistry with reference to 
tho effect of sulphurous acid upon tho 
human system. This Includes the ma- 
terial which was published as advance 
sheets some time ago and which de- 
scribes tho wnys In which the sulphur 
is Introduced in the manufacture of 
dried fruits, molasses and other ar- 
ticles of diet. It goes much further in 
giving data for the use ot the investi- 
gator and treats tho subject primarily 
In a chemical and technical manner, 
furnishing a full account of all the re- 
sults which were obtained in the ex- 
periments mado by Dr. Wiley with his 
so called "poison squad." The bureau 
has nearly completed another elabor- 
ate bulletin on the effects ot benzolo 
acid and benzoate of soda, which has 
been sent to the printer and will short- 
ly be published as the next number of 
these studies. Following this will be 
an inquiry into the effects of formalde- 
hlde, another on saltpetre and one or 
two more.

Oregon is the center of the wheat 


and flour trade of the Pacific coast 
and the principal source of oriental 
supply. Thousands of acres are now 
producing high grade wheat and thou- 
sands of acres of waste sage brush 
will, within a faw years, by.means of 
irrigation, be converted Into produc- 
tive wheat fields.\ There has never 
been a complete failure of the wheat 
crop in Oregon.

Ragle Point reports 
a net profit of 


$225 per acre from onions. Cauliflower, 
cabbage, turnips, peas,^beans, toma- 
toes, celery, asparagus, beets, pars- 
nips, radishes, lettuce, spinach and 
sqiia'sh, all flourish in Oregon's pro- 
lific soil. .Delicious melons are pro- 
duced in abundance. 
—The raising of sugar beets is becom- 
ing an Important industry in eastern 
Oregon. It is said that the great Har- 
ney valley, larger than the state of 
Massachusetts, and haying now a pop- 
ulation of less than 5^000, will some 
day produce enough beet sugar to sup- 
ply the whole Pacific northwest.

in 1906, had a market value of about 
$2,875,000.

Large, fluffy looking jabots are the 


newest feature in dainty neckwear, 
and there is nothing that will redeem 
a passe waist or give such an air of 
smartness to a plain blouse as this 
style of accessory. These neckpieces 
are fashioned from lace, mulle, net and 
embroidery and are easily made at 
home, for only slight skill in needle- 
work is necessary to develop almost 
any of the pretty models seen now in 
the shops.

of black lace gathered and sewed to a 
length of gold lace about an inch wide.

Oranges are society's latest fad for 


ohesity. And the theory upon which 
this fruit is used is that the juice is 
a substitute for food, no other nour- 
ishment being taken except at night, 
when the cult declares that the heav- 
iest and most fattening of 
dinners 


may he eaten without danger ot add- 
ing a pound of flesh. 
There is no doubt but that the pure 


juice is one of the best blood purifiers 
and system regulators that is known, 
and its effect upon the complexion is 
evident after a few weeks. The skin 
becomes clear and the color fresh, 
while the eyes are brighter. 
This 


metamorphosis is not to be expected 
in a week, of course, hut it will come 
in time and. U>e cure is neither so ex- 


pensive nor unpleasant as not to com- 
mend itself. 


According to experts on the subject 


the pulp is'to be rejected, for only 
the juice is of value. This must come 
from sweet, sound and sufficiently ripe 
fruit.

KING LEOPOLD'S STRANGE GIFTS FROM CONGO HERE 


Quaint Pianos and Money; 
as Tall as a Man Now 
Housed in Natural His- 


tory Museum. 


ENTIRE COLLEC- 


TION IS COMPLETE 


When All is Here Will Be 
One of Finest Collections 


in the World — Two 


HaUs to Hold It. 


New York, Dec. 27.—Pianos that can 


easily be held in the hands and a 
piece of money as tall as a full grown 
man are only two of the many won- 
derful exhibits of life as It exists in 
the Congo Free State which have been 
added to the treasures of the New 
York Museum of Natural History as 
part of tho notable gift of objects Il- 
lustrative of African civilization, in- 
dustries and art which, it, has just 
been 
announced. Kink Leopold, of 


Belgium, has made to this country. 
' Only tho first two instalments of 
the Belgian ruler's splendid donation 
have been received as yet, but. when 
the 
full collection, which will com- 


prise thousands of articles of the high- 
est ethnological, zoological and geo- 
graphical value, shall have been re- 
ceived. It will form one of the largest 
and finest collections of the sort In ex- 
istence. 


Two large halls in the huge new ad- 


dition to the museum building will be 
utilized for the display, which, how- 
ever, will not be opened for the In- 
spection 
of 
the 
pnblic 
for some 


months. The several hundreds of ob- 
jects already received are being classi- 
fied and catalogued under the direc- 
tion of Robert 
L. Lowie, an ethno- 


logical expert especially assigned to 
look after these exhibits. 


Money Six Feet Long. 


One of the most striking features of 


the exhibit already here is a large 
group of iron implements, consisting 
of various unique weapons, tools, etc. 
The African is said to be the only 
primitive tribe in the world who make 
ironwork, and considering that they 
use only a simple forge, consisting of 
two bladders attached to a wooden 
frame and work In the open air, some 
of their metal contrivances are exceed- 
ingly well executed. 


Iron is used very largely for cur- 


rency purposes and the single piece 
of money the height of a man, already 
referred to. Is one of the most curious 
specimens of currency known. 
It .is 


a long, flattened strip of iron, having 
somewhat the shape of an immense 
sword and represents the value of a 
slave. Its value In American money 
is problematical. According to some 
authorities, a slave in the Congo Is 
valued at 10,000 djumbas (shells.) 


Some of the Iron weapons In the col- 


lection are of almost diabolical con- 
trivance. 
For Instance, there are a 


number of knives, commonly used in 
warfare, each 
of which 
ha« three 


widely curving and grotesque blades 
of extreme thinness. 
These are so 


devised that when the knife is hurled 
through the air an enemy finds it very 
difficult to dodge It. If hit he is likely 
to be sliced up into mince meat be- 
fore he and tho ingenious weapon part 
company. 


There are also several 
execution 


knives of odd shapes, highly orna- 
mented sabres, swords, 
spears and 


like Implements of offense 
and de- 


fence. Many of these, in their oddity 
of design and ornamentation, show 
that primitive Congo life is not with- 
out its strong artistic side. 
This Is 


also demonstrated -by the numerous 
baskets, carved wooden boxes, cups

and vessels, wooden feliches and nigs 
and mats in the collection. 


Pianos and Odd Musical Instrument*. 


Consisting of a small rectangular 


piece of wood, with a number of metal 
keys, the African piano, or marimba, 
is perhaps the most interesting of the 
many Congo musical instruments sent 
over by King Leopold. 
The keys are 


usually of iron, and of varying wrdth 
or length. By striking these the na- 
tives produce sounds of 
different 


pitch. The blacks are highly musical, 
according to their lights, and the col- 
lection embraces 
drums 
of nearly 


every Imaginable size and shape, some 
very long and 
narrow 
and others 


squat shape; numerous mandolins or 
guitars, clanking 
iron 
bells, gongs 


and like primitive noise making de- 
vices used both for social and cere- 
monial occasions. 


There are two great 
ivory war 


horns, each made from a single tusk 
of an elephant/ and 
very valuable, 


which: when blown by a person with 
good lungs 
give forth a 
terrifying 


sound not unlike that of the familiar 
automobile siren. 


Perhaps the rarest of all the ob- 


jects In the collection, according to 
the expert. Is the mask of an African 
medicine man. These masks are very 
hard to obtain, because they are oh 
jects of religious veneration. 
About 


the only way to get them, says Mr. 
Lowie, is to "wait until the medicine 
man dies 
and'' then 
approach his 


heir."

It is a tense situ- 
ation, and a remarkable one when it 
is realized that such effort could be 
made with good promise of being suc- 
cessful in "a city long reputed to be 
'a wide-open town." 


The Anti-Saloon league yesterday 


announced that the remonstrance for 
the Third ward will be filed January 3. 
and that there will be many more 
than enough names to drive the fort} 
saloons out of business. The brewing 
interests are trying to rally the busi- 
ness element, and they say they have 
succeeded to a large degree, but there 
is no assistance from 
that 
source 


such as was received a few years ago 
when even an attempt to enforce the 
closing law was frowned down by sub- 
stantial men of the city. At that time 
a merchant who discharged an em- 
ploye because he joined in the move- 
ment held a reception in his place of 
business and received congratulations 
from men who represented large com- 
mercial and capitalistic interests. 


Brewers' Address to the Public. 


Now the brewery people are forced 


to make public plea through adver- 
tisements in the newspapers that the 
closing of the saloons will cut off li-

ward obtaining names, and each of 
the thlrty-flve Is pledged to get ten 
names.

hut that the politicians once subserv- 
ient t.u the brewery bosses are now 
afraid to render service. 


In the last campaign political lead- 


era went as far as to take candidates 
to the bosses and pledge them to be 
friendly.

"Bat Mary kept all these things, and pondered them 


in her heart." 


(From the Christian Herald).

The life of Mary the Virgin up to 


the period of the angel's visit had 
probably been that of the ordinary 
Jewish girl. In her quiet, uneventful 
existence there had suddenly come a 
long succession of wonderful manifes- 
tations. One great event came tread- 
ing upon the heels of another great 
event, until there seemed to be a 
great army of them. Why she should 
be singled out from all the rest of the 
human race as the chosen one of God, 
she could not understand. She was 
only a pure, young. Immature maiden. 
After these manifestations came to 
her she could not fully 
appreciate 


their meaning. But she stored them 
away in her memory. She treasured 
them up. Other people may have 
heard the story of that weary journey 
from Nazareth to Bethlehem, of the 
crowded inn and the birth in the 
•table, and, after a word or two of pity 
for the young mother, would dismiss 
the story from their minds. But not 
so the chief actor in the scene. Mary 
never forgot any of those scenes 
which preceded and succeeded the 
night Jesus was born.

All we have built do we discern. 
When 
Mary, 
as a 
middle-aged 


woman, wandered through the sacred 
halls of memory and pondered over 
the incidents which preceded tho holi- 
est of Christmases, the first event 
crowding upon her mind and heart 
must have been the visitation of the 
angel Gabriel, who announced to her 
that she was to be the mother of the 
Son of God. 
She must again and 


again have recalled how he looked 
she must again and again 
have

over 
that 
wonderful 
time 


when her 
own _ innocence and pur- 


ity were amazed and overwhelmed at 
the significance of his message. She 
knew that she was pure in body and 
in spirit Yet the strange nnd marvel- 
ous statement was made that she, a 
virgin, was selected from all women 
to become tho mother of the coming 
'Messiah. Oh, was there ever news 
more momentous? Was there ever a 
.fact more overwhelming? 


The Angelic Visitation. 


Have you ever tried to picture this 


angelic visitation? Tho more I have 
thought upon this scene the more 
realistic it has become to me. In the 
first place, I havo always pictured 
Mary an orphan. Her father and 
mother are dead. Her brothers and 
sisters are scattered. She is about 
seventeen years of age. 
She has a 


sweet, pure face. I do not believe 
even the inspired genius of a Raphael 
or a Murillo, or a Botticelli, or a Cor- 
reggio have half portrayed the purity 
and goodness of her countenance 
Then I have thought she had a great 
wealth of black hair and great black 
eyes.

Then hi 
gentleness on the journey! 
In ordo 


to make her trip easier, Josop 
brought her a donkey to ride. That 1 
the mode of transportation which th 
joor in the east always use. "Bu 


oseph," I think I hear Mary say, "you 
annot afford to buy that beast for 
_e. Why, in all probability to buy it 
ou sold some of your carpenter tools." 
Well," I think I hear Joseph say, 
Mary, it is best. You could never 
•alk all that long distance in your 
resent condition. 
I will be able to 


ay for him by working a little later 
t night." 
Then, as Mary thinks of all that 
ing Journey down to Bethlehem, I 
hint she pictures Joseph as carefully 
ftlng her on the beast of burden, 
hen when night comes and the camp 
as to be made, I think she sees him 
ooklng the simple meal and carefully 
overing her up to sleep in the great 
farm blanket. He bringslier water to 
rink. Then how careful and anxious 
e is towards the end of the trip. Yes, 
lary could never think of the events 
which led up to that first Christmas 


ay without picturing Joseph, the ten- 
er Joseph, the loving Joseph, the 
rotector and friend.

Mary, like John Knox, we can see how 
God's hand has been 
guiding

earing for us. Thus the divine pro 
tectlon has been manifested not onl 
In one, but. In many, many ways. Can 
you not, O man, on this Christmas 
day, ponder over God's love and care 
as did Mary when she looked ovo 
the scenes preceding and Hucceedin 
that first Christmas day, when Jesti 
was born in Bethlehem of Judea? 


But, lastly, I would turn your atten 


tion to one more fact. When Mary 
thought over the scenes of her past 
life she-certainly must have thought 
of those persecutions and bitter, heart- 
rending trials which made her take 
that journey to Bethlehem, so that 
Jesus, in fulfilment of prophecy, could 
be born in the place whore David had 
lived.

During the process 
of decanting tho ether Into bottles a 
violent explosion took place, by which 
six children were killed and one adult 
was dangerously and J4 others moro 
or less seriously Injured.

permanent than that of Rome. Luke, 
"the beloved physician." secretary of 
Paul, presents Christ as the boy of 
boys, the man of men—not merely a 
Hebrew, 
but broadly

reer oE Christ had closed, and con- 
fined themselves mostly to recording 
what he said and did.
